WASHINGTON, Jan. 6 — Amer­ 
ica’s armed forces and her Allies 
are going to get 30 peroent of the

creamery butter and virtually all 
of the canned citrus juices. 
The new government order, ef­ 
fective Feb. I, is expected to set 
aside about 510,000.000 pounds of 
butter this year for war require­ 
ments. leaving about 1,190,000,000 
pounds for civilians. 
Secretary of Agriculture Wick- 
ard said Tuesday night the cur­ 
tailment will perm it civilians about 
13 pounds of butter each in 1943 
as compared with an estim ated per 
capita consumption of 16 pounds 
last year. 
About two-third> of th* govern­ 
ment's share will go to American 
military forces and almost all the 
rest to Russia. Dairy officials de­ 
clared the possibility of ratlouing 
butter is being studied. Part of 
the civiiia nsupply, 
they added, 
also may be reserved for distribu­ 
tion late in the year when produc­ 
tion declines. 
More than half the output of 
canned grapefruit juice 
will 
be 
available 
to

Germans Claimed 
In Full Retreat In 
Caucasus Sector 


Final Drive May Be Under Way To Annihilate Remnants 


Of 22 Trapped Enemy Divisions Before Stalingrad 
As Russians Engulf Six More Vital Centers

Russia’s armies quickened the flood-tide of German disaster 
in the Caucasus and Middle Don today, engulfing at least six 
vital new cities and towns, and there are indications a final 
drive has begun to annihilate the remnants of 22 Nazi divisions 
trapped before Stalingrad. 
Soviet dispatches said the German army is in full retreat 
in the Caucasus, blowing up bridges and mining roads in a 
desperate attempt to delay the on-rushing Soviets. 
Reuters, British news agency, estim ated more than half a million 
of H itler's finest troops are in headlong withdrawal before the tw in Rue* 
elan offensives in the Caucasus and middle Don. 
H itler’s high command acknowledged the Red armies are pressing 
the initiative, declaring tersely: 
“Heavy defensive fighting continued with unabated fury in the Dem 
area.” 
The Germans said Russian attacks were repulsed and the Red arm y 
suffered heavy losses, including 56 tanks. Some of these, it said, war* 
knocked out when German forces oounter-attacked. 
“Enemy attacks against Velikle Luki and southeast of Lake Ilmen 
were repulsed,” the communique added. 
Red Supply Routes Ar* Bombed 
In widespread air attacks, the Nazi communique said German bomb­ 
ers hit Red arm y supply routes in the south, downed 20 Soviet planes 
on the central and northern sectors and attacked the Murmansk rail* 
way, Including the K andalaksha station, In the far north. 
Dispatches to Red Star, the R hsslin arm y newspaper, reported th* 
entire Caucasus province of Osetla, lying between Ordzhonikidze and 
Nalchik, has been won back under the Red banner by Soviet troops 
driving along the west bank of the Terek river.

FOUR NEW SHIPS A DAY

The Gallup Poll Finch: 
‘Drastic’ Steps On Manpower 
Problems Favored By Voters

PRINCETON, N. J., Jan. 6—With the manpower problem being empha­ 
sized anew by Commissioner McNutt who declares that 65,000,000 
persons will be needed in full-time employment and the armed services 
by the end of the year, a majority of American voters are willing to see 
such drastic steps taken as may be necessary. 
In a nationwide cross-section ❖------------------------------------------------ 
survey the majority vote in favor 
of giving the government the right 
to tell workers where to work and 
at what jobs. 
Such a program would be highly 
complex to administer and public 
sentiment on it is far from unan­ 
imous. One of the chief fears ex­ 
pressed 
by the voters is that 
compulsory manpower mobilization 
might not be administered fairly 
or equitably and woald result in 
arbitrary rulings from Washington 
that might not fit personal or local 
circumstances. 
Favored Since Last March 
But the weight of opinion is 
clearly on the side of ^taking ac­ 
tion if action is required; in fact, 
the man in the street has favored 
a compulsory manpower program 
in principle elnce March, of last 
year. 
Throughout 
the 
country 
last 
week field reporters for the insti­ 
tute have interviewed voters in 
every state on this question: 
“Do you favor or oppose giving 
the government the right to tell 
workers where to work and at 
what jobs?" 
The vote is:

A previous survey conducted in 
November, 1941, on a similar ques­ 
tion showed 53 percent in favor, 
36 percent opposed, and ll percent 
undecided. 
As early as last March the in­ 
stitute found 82 percent in favor 
of setting up a program whereby 
each adult not already in the 
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armed services would register with 
the government and appear before 
a local board, similar to local draft 
boards, to 
be Interviewed con­ 
cerning his experience, qualifica­ 
tions, skill, 
training and 
avail­ 
ability for work. 
Favored Job Assignments 
The majority likewise felt that, 
after examining each individual’s 
case and taking cognizance of the 
problem involved, the government 
should then have the right to as­ 
sign workers to jobs wherever 
needed. 
The typical reaction of the ma­ 
jority in today’s survey is typified 
in the following report of a poll 
Interviewer in Long Beach, Calif., 
who 
summarized 
his interviews 
as follows: 
“Persons here whom I inter­ 
viewed think the only way to win 
the war quickly is for every Amer­ 
ican to be ready and willing to go 
when and where his government 
has need of him. A number feel 
that one man’s job is just as im­ 
portant as any other, lf the man 
who is called by bis country for 
the armed forces must sacrifice 
his future success and comfort, so 
must any other loyal American do 
likewise.” 
The voters who are opposed to 
the idea of giving the government 
full control over workers complain 
that it would be undemocratic and 
too dictatorial. An interviewer in 
Houston, Tex., describes this atti­ 
tude as follows: 
“People interviewed here who 
are opposed felt it would be a 
stark violation of the freedom of 
American 
workers, undemocratic 
and out of the question.” 
Interviewers from farm areas 
report that considerable bitterness 
exists among farmers over the 
manpower 
shortage 
on 
farms. 
From Middletown, Del., for exam­ 
ple, an interviewer reports: 
“The farmers around here are 
for, the most part pretty bitter. 
At present the labor shortage on 
farms around here is acute. Even 
for a daily wage of $5 or $6 labor 
cannot be obtained. The farmer

Shark River hotel at Neptune, N. 
J., costing $30,510, were purchased 
for troop housing.

HERE must be men who have 
freedom and incentive if we 
want to master a new war art. We 
have gotten that in the air by giv­ 
ing the army air corps a high de­ 
gree of autonomy.

According to 81- 
year-old Rep. Walter M. Pierce. 
Oregon Democrat, who, after five

The second: the FPS, is a brain 
child of the U. S. forest service. 
By executive order, it would estab­ 
lish a 9100.000,000 revolving fund 
to finance the country’s 31,000 saw­ 
mills and put them on a fulltime 
operating basis. At present, be­ 
cause of lack of capital or manpow­ 
er or inability to get timber, these 
mills are uow idle all or much of 
the year.

Where necessary loans 
would be made to the small fel­ 
low to keep him operating, would 
provide him with stable markets, 
and help in obtaining necessary 
equipment and information. 
“It would, as representatives of 
the forest service told the Truman 
committee, do this purely as an 
emergency war measure. 
“In my opinion there are,” Pierce 
says, “two main reasons for this 
Industry opposition: First, one con­ 
dition of government aid to the 
little fellow would be the require­ 
ment that proper cutting practices 
only be employed, and it appears 
the big industrialists fear such a 
trial might convince our people of 
the desirability of controlling all 
private cutting. 
“Second, they do not want on 
hand in the country after the war 
a stock of lumber which might in­ 
terfere with their full exploitation 
of the natural market for forest 
products.”

in 190S by Winston Churchill, 
then 
president of the board of 
trade, and devised Britain’s first 
system of labor exchanges to help 
the unemployed. 
He was secretary to the minister 
of food in the First World war and 
drew up Britain’s first rationing 
system. 
In this war he worked on a

manpower 
survey,

States and a fuel rationing plan. 
The latter has not been adopted, 
although developments have borne 
out his prediction that the alter­ 
native to rationing was to put 
more men in the mines. 
He is not a Communist, although 
he admits his plan is “in some 
ways a revolution.” 
He points out that Instead of 
proposing government handouts aa 
in Russia it calls for contributions 
from beneficiaries. 
His medical-eare-for-ell idea, he 
notes, goes only IO percent beyond 
the previous recommendation of 
the British Medical association it­ 
self. 
“I have no Idea that the United 
States or any other country should 
take up this plan.” he says. 
“It is custom-designed for this 
country, which has many funda­ 
mental difference* from America. 
This country is far smaller, more 
compact, with a more homogeneous 
population and with more uniform 
standards of living and wage levels 
than the United Statee.

LOW LEGAL COST 
FOR CITYIS CITED 


Solicitor Lynch Submits His 


1942 Report To Council 


Highlight of the city’s 1942 legal 
proceedings was the handling of 
eight major civil actions, involving 
more than $31,000, with less than 
$10 cost to the city, according to a 
year-end report submitted Monday 
night to city council by Solicitor 
Carroll P. Lynch. 
This exceeds the 1941 record, 
when IO civil suits, totaling more 
than $40,000 were dismissed with 
$100 cost to the city. 
The report also showed that in 
legislative activity, council did not 
quite reach the 1941 mark during 
last year, for in 1942 75 pieces of 
legislation were passed compared 
to 98 in 1941. 
Of the 75, 37 were ordinances and 
38 were resolutions. 
A summary of the city’s legal 
actions during the year shows that 
16 of 321 state criminal cases filed 
by the city are still pending and 
six are pending of 772 criminal 
cases filed.- 
* 
This 
represents 
approximately 
the same activity in state and city 
criminal cases as in 1941. 
Of the eight civil actions pend­ 
ing against the city, pre-trial hear­ 
ings have been held on three re­ 
straining orders issued for two and 
the others are ready when assigned. 
The one case filed by the city 
still 
pending in 
common 
pleas 
court, according to the report, is 
the case of the* city vs. Clyde Hall, 
city treasurer, for the sum of $11,-

Bills Touch Lynching,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—Service­ 
men, fiscal reform, poll taxes and 
lynching are major subjects of 
legislative proposals Introduced to­ 
day in the house as the 78th con­ 
gress officially convened.

A constitutional amendment to 
lower the voting age from 21 years 
to 18. the minimum draft age, was 
proposed by Rep.

SCIENTIST DIES 


Dr. Carver Left His Mark 


On South’s Agriculture 


B r Th* Associated F n h . 
TUSKEGEE. Ala., Jan. 6 — Dr. 
George Washington Carver, a son 
of Negro slaves, died at his home 
at 
Tuskegee 
Institute 
Tuesday 
night, leaving his mark on the 
eouth'e agricultural economy. 
Despite his humble beginning, 
he became one of the nation’s 
greatest scientist# 
in 
the 
field 
of agricultural chemistry, discov­ 
ering countless use* for native- 
grown 
product# and developing 
them for commercial utilization. 
Dr. Carver never knew the date 
of his birth on a farm at Diamond 
Grove., Mo., but he believed it to 
be about 1864. His father died 
when Carver was a baby. Carver 
and his mother were stolen and 
taken to Arkansas. 
The boy was ransomed for a 
race horse valued at $300. His 
mother disappeared. Carver’s mas­ 
ter recognized the Ixjy’s intelli­ 
gence and permitted him to enter 
school. He won a master of science 
degree • in 
agriculture 
at 
Iowa 
State A. and M. college in 1896. 
Two years later, Dr. Booker T. 
Washington, founder of Tuskegee 
institute, invited Carver to direct 


agricultural work at that school. 
From the lowly peanut, Carver 
developed more than 300 useful 
products alone, including paper, 
ink and even oil to be used in 
treatment of Infantile paralysis. 
Funeral services will be either 
tomorrow or Friday.

amount but that there I* about 
$155 due Elm 11 Dominie, substation 
maintenance foremen, the eJectric 
bill of the Ohio Power Co., the 
wages for the volunteer firemen 
who erected and took down the 
flood gates, and for other workers. 
Mr. Gluth praised the untiring 
efforts of the men whom he said 
worked with him 72 hours with­ 
out 
sleep and 
then 
after 
five 
hours of rest worked 24 hours 
more pumping the water out of 
flooded cellars. 
He said that since this wa* the 
first time the flood gates were in­ 
stalled with water back of them 
they functioned very well and lf a 
tarpaulin were purchased and used 
between the gate and sandbags 
most 
of the 
seepage could 
be 
avoided. 
To the query of Ted Swearingen 
as to how long the pumps operat­ 
ed, Mr. Gluth replied th at the 
pumps a t the west end of the city 
were used virtually all of the time 
while the east end pumps were run 
20 minutes and then were off one 
** hour and IO minutes. 
Urges Quick Payment 
* 
Councilman Finney, who told of 
watching the erection of the flood 
gates 
and 
the 
operation o f the 
pumps, expressed the opinion that 
paym ent for w hat he called the 
faithful and efficient service should 
* not be withheld too long. 
All of the councilmen concurred 
with Charles Russell that the serv­ 
ice director and other workers "did 
a wonderful Job and deserve a lot 
of credit.” He said the value of the 
flood wall could not be measured in 
dollars and cents. 
A rising vote of thank* wa* 
given to Mr. Gluth, hi* crews, 
volunteer firemen and the civil­ 
ian defense council and Red erose 
disaster committee, which is head­ 
ed by M. L. Clendenning. 
The value of the flood wall to in­ 
dustries was cited by Mr. Gluth, 
Who said that the Wellsville China 
Co. reported that if the water had 
gotten into the pottery, the plant 
probably wouldn't have opened Its 
doors again because It couldn’t 
stand the loss.
